THE FARMER AS HE WAS AND IS. 
No class of the world's common­ 
wealth has reeceived less compensa­ 
tion for the labor performed than that 
whose occupation is tilling the soil. 
This is so not because mother earth 
has failed to yield a bountiful return 
for the labor of those who follow the 
plow, but because the fruit of their 
toil has always been sold for less than 
its value. Between the sale by the 
producer and the purchase by the con­ 
sumer is where the money is made on 
the products of the farm. The farmer 
plodded along seemingly unconscious 
that he could do other than raise a 
crop and sell it for the ruling market 
rates. It did not occur to him that he 
might do something in the way of en­ 
hancing the price of his farm products 
and he never mused on the possibility 
of his being the victim of a combina­ 
tion effected for the sole purpose of 
buying his stuff for fifty per cent less 
than it would cost the consumer. He 
heard of stock rings, bank rings, in­ 
surance rings, land rings, railroad 
rings, political rings and many other 
rings, but it took him a long time to 
awake to the possible advantages of a 
farmers’ ring. The farmer read in his 
paper that this member of the Legis­ 
lature had been elected to look out for 
one interest and that member for an­ 
other interest, but he read of no one 
devoting himself to the farmers’ inter­ 
est. Still he went along plowing, 
sowing, reaping and selling for what­ 
ever he could get—fu rnishing the stock 
in trade on which some other people 
grew rich. After this sort of thing 
had gone on for eighteen hundred 
years or more the farmer bethought 
him that as other people seemed to 
prosper on rings perhaps one would be 
a good thing to have on the farm. Bo 
he went over and talked with his 
neighbor about it. It was a sensible 
and effective talk. Out of it grew the 
Grange and the farmer now realizes a 
better price for the products of his 
farm. The farmer saw that those in­ 
terests having representatives in the 
Legislature always secured the pas­ 
sage of law’s aiding their advancement 
and prosperity. He sent a few of his 
friends into that body and he now has 
abundant reason to be satisfied with 
what they prevented and what they 
accomplished. Let it continue thus. 
The farmers owe it to themselves to 
guard against combinations for ex­ 
travagant speculation on agricultural 
products, and they have too, long neg­ 
lected to use their influence against the 
enactment of laws designed to benefit 
the few to the detriment of the many. 
Theirs is a community of interests. 
They should confer together like the 
followers of any other calling or pro­ 
fession. The result of such confer­ 
ence is mutual benefit to the producer 
and consumer. 


IS IT TO OR ADDING TO ? 
The San Diego World kindly states 
to some of its cotemporaries—among 
them the H e r a l d— that they are 
uuder a misapprehension on the cur­ 
rency inflation question, and proceeds 
to inform the benighted that the 
proposition is not to add $400,000,000 
to the currency issued, but to increase 
the sum to that amount. That is what 
we thought, but “Sally ’loud it was 
worrums.” We will remark within 
the hearing of the Ban Diego finan­ 
cier that if the proposed inflation is 
carried out its effect upon the future is 
a virtual increase of the currency just 
$400,000,000. If the Inflationists do 
not succeed, we shall move in the op­ 
posite direction and, obeying the 
wishes of the people, call in the $356,­ 
000,000 now on the market. But if in­ 
flation is determined upon, the rising 
generation, which should never see a 
bit of this painted paper, every piece 
of which carries a lie on its face and is 
itself a weakenerof public credit, will 
have $400,000,000 of it to handle with 
loss and to prompt the calling down 
of curses ou the heads of those who is­ 
sued it. We call this increasing the 
currency $400,000,000—causing the ex­ 
istence of that amount at a time when 
without inflation not a greenback 
would exist. 


T h e noted bandit, Vasquez, has 
seemed ubiquitous for some time past. 
Simultaneously we heard of him in all 
parts of the State. At one and the 
same time he was in San Diego, Sis­ 
kiyou, San Francisco and Mexico. 
There is no doubt about his locality on 
last Thursday morning. He was so 
close to this city as to seriously affect 
the nerves of some of our timid citi­ 
zens. He came, robbed and escaped. 
The career of this otnlaw has been re­ 
markable. His end will be sudden 
and bloody, like that of Joaquin Muri- 
etta, whose daring acts and dark deeds 
he apparently aims to imitate. For­ 
tune has favored him so far. He hatf 
been pursued and at times almost 
hunted down by cunning, brave and 
determined men. But his lucky star 
was in the uscendant, and he has up 
to thiB time eluded the fatal shot that 
is bound to close his career.

A GREAT MINERAL BELT. 
The recent discovery of rich mineral 
deposits in Holcomb valley, which is 
located in the Sierra range, a little over 
one hundred miles southeast of this 
city, and at other points north and 
south, tend to confirm the opinion long 
held by old and experienced miners, 
that the belt of auriferous soil which 
was discovered at Colonia, in El Do­ 
rado county, extends through the 
southeru end of this State, through 
Arizona and on down into Mexico. 
The goldbearing quartz ledge recently 
discovered in Holcomb valley bids fair 
to prove the greatest mass of gold 
yielding rock yet discovered in Cali­ 
fornia, while the placer mines in the 
same vicinity prospect as high as the 
early discoveries of Placer county. 
The Holcomb valley mines will draw 
thousands of prospectors to the local­ 
ity, and as the warm weather of Sum­ 
mer melts the snow from the moun­ 
tains and renders traveling possible, 
they will spread out north and south, 
and the discovery of new, rich and ex­ 
tensive mines will follow. It is not 
unreasonable to predict that in the 
near future extensive mining will be 
carried on in a continuous chain from 
Mariposa to Prescott. The develop­ 
ment of our mining wealth has been 
but fairly commenced. The millions 
already realized are but the smallest 
fraction of the millions yet to come. 
Possibly during the next twelve 
months thousands of miners will be at 
work within one hundred miles of Los 
Angeles. They are coming in large 
numbers, and so far the prospect for 
finding rich placer and inexhaustible 
quartz mines is more than encour­ 
aging. 


NEVADA’S SENATORS. 
Senator Jones of Nevada is a rich 
man without ostentation; a Senator 
who is one of the people. Six years 
ago he was defeated on the Gorham 
ticket for Lieutenant Governor, and 
came out of the campaign without 
money and several thousand dollars 
in debt. To-day he is a wealthy man 
and holds a seat in the United States 
Senate which he is filling with honor 
to himself and credit to his constitu­ 
ents. His great and unanswerable 
argument against the inflation of cur­ 
rency has placed him among the lead­ 
ers of the Senate and has won for him 
the good opinion of the people. The 
difference between Jones and his 
colleague, Stewart, is distinct and 
great. One was rich when he became 
a Senator, the other grew rich after 
his election. One has avowed himself 
the defender and advocate of the peo­ 
ple’s rights, the other has stood and 
still stands conspicuous as the petti­ 
fogger of grasping corporations and 
blighting monopolies. The official 
career of the two Senators is distinctly 
marked and widely different—as cred­ 
itable to Jones as it is sure to return 
Stewart to the shades of private life. 
If Senator Jones continues as he has 
commenced, and as we believe he will 
continue until the end of his term, he 
will be the unanimous choice of his 
State to succeed himself. 


W h il e lie was Minister to China, 
Charles DeLong acted also as the Min­ 
ister of Holland to the Celestial Em­ 
pire, and for these courtesies the King 
of Holland Knighted Charles. Now 
come the Sacramento papers with all 
manner of exultation over the fact 
that Sir Charles once dealt out hash 
in a restaurant of the capital city. 
This last incident in the history of the 
jolly Knight may be a cause for con­ 
gratulation on the part of the noble 
plebeans of the Pacific coast, but Hol­ 
land royalty will hardly see in it 
cause for rejoicing. 


T h e public debt was reduced during 
March a fraction over two million dol­ 
lars. This is a moiety, a mere noth­ 
ing, but every little helps, and if by 
chance, or otherwise, the world and 
the nation shall hold together five or 
six hundred million years longer, we 
shall, at this rate, reduce our nation­ 
al debt to a figure which will enable 
Boutwell or some other great mathe­ 
matician to explain to the people how 
really immense it is. 


R e po r t s from Arizona mines are of 
the most encouraging character. New 
mines are being discovered almost 
every day. We were shown a few 
days ago a certificate of an assay of 
ore taken from a ledge recently dis­ 
covered a few miles west of Prescott, 
which showed a yield of a little over 
$11,000 per ton, silver. Arizona will 
soon become the great mining center 
of the Pacific coast. 


T h e total cost of the Ashantee war 
to England was $5,360,000. By way 
of partial indemnity the King of 
Ashantee is required to pay 50,000 
ounces of gold dust, worth $900,000. 
For the rest, England has the satisfac­ 
tion of knowing that she has broken 
up King Koffee’s Kingdom and des­ 
troyed his capital. So much for the 
arbitrament of the sword. 


A S a n F r a n cisco lecturer is hokf- 
ing forth on the text “Why Does not 
Uod kill the Devil?” This question 
may be answered in the true Yankee 
style of answering one by asking an 
auother: Why should the Devil be 
killed while he has so many men and 
women to look after ? 


O u r dispatches this morning au- 
nounce the election of Washburn by 
the Massachusetts Legislature to the 
United States Senate. Sumner’s man­ 
tle has fallen.

The Combination Between the Farlde 
Mnll Steamers aud tbe Railroad a 
Failure, 
N e w Y o r k , April 17th.—To-day’s 
World has an apparently semi-official 
article which says there is no arrange­ 
ment between the Pacific Mail Com­ 
pany and the railroads, probably be­ 
cause of the domineering disposition 
of the railroads and their demand to 
bo made steamer agents, which would 
enable them to discourage steamer 
business. The article says: “ The Pa­ 
cific Mail Directors are given to un­ 
derstand that the Union and Central 
roads have an organization at Wash­ 
ington to undermine the efforts being 
made to retain theC'hina mail subsidy 
to its steamers. It is charged that the 
Pacific Mail stock has been sold short 
on account of members of the Con­ 
gressional Committee guaranteeing 
them against loss, with the implied 
condition that they will introduce 
hostile resolutions and make unfavor­ 
able reports, tending to prejudice the 
Pacific Mail interests. The Mail Com­ 
pany profess little fear of the Central 
Pacific’s threats to put on an opposi­ 
tion to China unless the former accede 
to their demand, as it takes a large 
sum to build American ships and for­ 
eign bottoms cannot give through 
bills of lading to points east of Ban 
Francisco. 
Open Rebellion lu Arkansas. 
L it t l e R o ck, April 18.—Governor 
Baxter has declared Pula9kl county, 
Arkansas, in a state of rebellion. 
Brooks declares he will resist all mobs 
that may assemble at Baxter’s call. 
Baxter has possession of the telegraph 
office and exercises complete censor­ 
ship over all dispatches. He expects 
reinforcements from other counties 
to-day.

W a s h in g t o n , April 16.—Carpenter, 
in the Senate, has introduced a joint 
resolution declaring it to be the duty 
of the United States to recognize the 
independence of Cuba. 
Tbe Pacific Mall Subsidy. 
W a sh in g to n, April 16.—The Senate 
Committee on Commerce to-day con­ 
sidered the joint resolution of the Leg­ 
islature of California against any 
grant of additional subsidy to the Pa­ 
cific Mail Steamship Company and 
agreed to report and recommend the 
passage of a bill declaring that said 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, by 
their failure to comply with the con­ 
ditions upon which the additional sub­ 
sidy of $500,000 per annum was granted 
to commence last October, have for­ 
feited their rights to the same, and are 
entitled only to half a million subsidy 
per annum, previously granted, for a 
monthly mail service between San 
Francisco and Japan. The bill will 
simply declare matter of law forfeit­ 
ure, already recognized as a fact. 
Senator Sumner's Successor Elected. 
N ew Y o r k , April 17.—A Boston 
dispatch announces the election of 
Washburn as Senator from Massachu­ 
setts to take the place made vacant by 
the death of Sumner. 
Tbe Situation In Arkansas. 
New Y o r k , April 17.—Affairs in 
Arkansas are unchanged. Both par­ 
ties are armed and determined, and 
there is imminent danger of blood­ 
shed. 
Loss of a Steamer—Nineteen Elves Lost 
P a n a m a, April 2.—News has reached 
here of the loss on the 4th of March of 
the Chilian coasting steamer Tocna, 
with nineteen persons.

A FRUITLESS CHASE. 


VASQUFZ S T I L L AT LARGE. 


Return of a Part of Sheriff Row­ 
lan d ’s Party. 


The excitem ent created in our city 
oil Thursday by the reports of daring 
robberies committed by Vasquez and 
his gang was rather augmented than 
decreased yesterday, as the facts be­ 
came better known. 
The thought 
that an armed party of bandits can 
come almost into our suburbs and 
carry on such a high-handed piece of 
villany as was perpetrated by this 
band is calculated to bring anything 
but a feeling of security with it. 
If 
Vasquez came within six miles of Los 
Angeles Thursday, he may come in­ 
side of the city 'next week or next 
month, 
and 
then 
what? 
Hut 
without giving way to the fancies 
of the timid we will give all the par­ 
ticulars of the robbery which we have 
been able to glean since our last re­ 
port. 
About five o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon Rogers, Harris and Hartlee, of 
Sheriff Rowland’s posse, returned to 
the city. The men were completely 
worn out, having been out about 
thirty-six hours without rest. They 
report that after Sheriif Rowland left 
tile party, about eleven o’clock Thurs­ 
day morning, Vasquez and bis men 
struck into the Arroyo Seco with their 
horses going at their utmost speed. 
They passed up the arroyo to the 
crossing of the Tejunga and thence 
taking the thickly wooded cafion were 
hid from the sight of the pursuing 
party. 
Here the posse separated into 
three divisions, one taking the center, 
one the right iiand and the other the 
left of the cañón, following as rapidly 
as the nature of the ground and the 
jaded state of their horses would per­ 
mit. About 2 o’clock Thurday after­ 
noon they were compelled to abandon 
their horses, now too much worn out 
to proceed further over the rugged 
road. 
From that time until 11 o'clock 
yesterday forenoon they kept up the 
pursuit on foot. The chase, now grown 
more than useless, was abandoned by 
the trio—Rogers, Harris and Hartlee 
—who returned to this city, arriving 
as stated at about 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. The rest of the party, it is 
supposed, kept up the pursuit, and as 
yet have not been heard from. 
It is reported that Sheriff Morse, of 
Alameda county, with a party of ten 
men, is in the vicinity of Soledad 
l’ase, whither Vasquez is proceeding. 
If this is the case, there is a fair pros- 
S 
iect of a collision between the two 
orces, and we may expect some inter­ 
esting news from 'tliat direction in a 
few days. Sheriff"Morse is a man of 
known pluck and shrewdness, and is 
thoroughly posted on the character 
and movements of Vasquez. 
If the 
robber is to be captured at all, dead or 
alive, Morse is the man to do the job. 
We can but wisa him success in his 
enterprise. 
Should Vasquez once get beyond the 
Soledad Pass and into the wild country 
lying back of Elizabeth Lake, where 
he has made his headquarters for the 
past year, there will be little prospect 
of his being caught very speedily; at 
least not until he again ventures out 
upon a raid. 
Vasquez is a man of 
great prowess and cunning, and many 
stories concerning him of the wildest 
and most exaggerated kind have been 
brought out by the recent occurrences. 
It is even reported with considerable 
apparent sincerity that the bandit bus 
been concealed within our city for a 
month past at the house of a woman 
bearing the nick-name of (,'ouja—rab­ 
bit. How true this story may be we 
are not prepared to say, but consider­ 
ing his reputation for being able to 
disguise himself most effectually, we 
are inclined to place the report among 
the list of probabilities. 
Doubtless further reports will reach 
us to-day from “the seat of war,” and 
we hope* to be able to chronicle in our 
next issue the capture of the noted 
outlaw. 
Latest—A rumor reached town late 
last night that Vasquez had been cap­ 
tured; but where or by whom was not 
stated. 
We could not trace the report 
to any authentic source, however, and 
give it merely for what it is worth. 
Later— We hear that Mr. A. Roth, of 
the firm of Roth & Co., yesterday came 
in for a share of attention from Vas­ 
quez or some of bis gang. 
H e states 
that he passed Thursday night in Sol­ 
edad, and at that placequite a number 
of men liad congregated to give the 
robber a reception should he come that 
way. Starting yesterday, 
In com­ 
pany 
with 
a 
friend, 
to 
return 
to this 
placo, 
he 
w'as 
met on 
the road some distance this side 
of 
Soledad 
by 
a man 
answer­ 
ing to the description of Vasquez, and 
robbed of what valuables lie had. 
The bandit was armed with a Henry 
rifle slung over his shoulder and four 
or five.revolvers stuck in his belt, with 
a dirk or two to make up the comple­ 
ment. 
After relieving the men of 
their treasure he took a horn from a 
whisky-flask which they had and 
went on his way. 


An alarm of fire was sounded last 
night about 11} o’clock. The alarm 
proceeded from the Chinese tenement 
house on Los Angeles street, near 
Aliso. 
How the fire originated is a 
mystery, as nobody was present at the 
time except Chinamen, who did not 
“ sabby” enough English to explain. 
The “ T hirty-eights” 
turned 
out 
in force and were soon on the spot 
with the engine, hose cart and ladders, 
but were not called on for service, as 
the blaze had been extinguished by 
the tim ely application of a few buck­ 
ets of water.

Map showing the geographical 
ami commercial position of Los 
Angeles; the system of Trans­ 
continental Railroads on the Pa­ 
cific Coast; th e i m p a s s a b l e 
ranges of mountains parallel to 
the coast north and south of San 
Gorgonio Pass—the only natural 
pass in the m o u n t a i n s from 
Lower California to O r e g o n ; 
showing also the largest and 
richest mining region in the 
world tributary to Los Angeles; 
showing the proposed railroads 
to the rich mines of Cerro Gordo 
to Salt Lake; also the thirty- 
fifth and thirty-second parallel 
routes and their junction at Al- 
burquerque, as proposed by Col 
Scott. The names of the follow­ 
ing important places in thecoun- 
ty are omitted from the map for 
want of space: Anaheim, popu­ 
lation, 1.500; San Gabriel, 200; 
El Monte, 100; Spadra, 50; Gal­ 
latin, 100; Santa Ana, 50; West­ 
minster, 50; Compton, 50; San 
Fernando, 50; Florence, 50; Tus- 
tin City, 50. These are each the 
nucleus of a rich farming section.

The Closing of an Era. 


From the Boston Journal. 
The death of Mr. Sumner reminds us 
of the havoc that has been made in 
the ranks of those who stood forward 
as the champions of the Union in the 
hour of its supreme struggle. It was 
but little more than a dozen years ago 
and yet a majority pf the best known 
have disappeared. 
Take Lincoln’s 
first administration forinstance; seven 
of its members are gone, viz.: Lin­ 
coln himself; Seward, his Secretary of 
State; Chase and Fessenden, both of 
his Secretaries of the Treasury; Stan­ 
ton, Secretary of War; Caleb B. Smith, 
Secretary of the Interior; and Edward 
Bates, Attorney - General. 
Besides 
these may be mentioned as among the 
potent and representative men of that 
era, now no more, Thaddeus Stevens, 
John P. Hale, Horace Greeley ami 
John A. Andrew. None of these fell 
in battle, though the war may have 
shortened their lives. Great crises are 
devouring in their nature; if men live 
fast, they also die. In a few years it 
is only here and there that the rising 
generation will be pointed to some 
spared monument of the second revo­ 
lutionary age in the history of the Re­ 
public. 
Let them be treated with a 
consideration due to the magnitude of 
the cause they upheld, when their 
fidelity must tell upon our lives like 
the very sunlight and air of heaven. 
The era, too, of which they formed a 
part, is closed. No portentious cancer 
remains to be cut out of the nation’s 
heart; the Union is re-established on 
imperishable foundations, if only we 
keep it there. 
Henceforth we are to 
be concerned, apparently only with 
small matters in comparison—with 
measures of finance, of domestic policy, 
of civil service system and just admin­ 
istration. And yet in this humbler 
plane of duties there is no better ex­ 
ample left to us than that of Charles 
Sumner. The same lofty conceptions 
of duty, the same coustant appeal to 
pure principle, is needed to carry the 
nation through besetting dangers, 
which are none the less formidable 
because they are ordinary and unob­ 
trusive in appearance. 


Railroad Meeting at Marysville. 


The Marysville Appeal of Friday 
had the following touching appeal for 
action in the railroad line: “ An ad­ 
journed railroad meeting will be held 
at the W ater Works building this af­ 
ternoon, when the Committee on sub­ 
scription to the capital stock of the 
Marysville 
and 
K night’s Landing 
Railroad is expected to report. We 
hope to see a large meeting of citi­ 
zens, and it is desirable that this en­ 
terprise should not lag. If our people 
intend to build this road this season in 
tim e for moving the crops, they have 
no time to spare. The subscriptions 
must be promptly made and the or­ 
ganization completed. We judge from 
the tenor of the Nevada papers that 
the Nevada and Colfax road is likely 
to fail for want of subscriptions. 
We 
hope our enterprise will not take the 
same course for the same reason. To 
accomplish the proposed undertaking, 
owners of real estate in Marysville and 
Sutter county who can spare a thou­ 
sand dollars must subscribe to the cap­ 
ital stock. Several men of wealth in 
this city offer to take $10,000 in stock, 
provided the number can be increased 
to eight or ten. 
Let the ball roll 
along.” 
As Governrnor 
Booth remarked, 
when first asked to sign the bill grant­ 
ing a franchise for this road, “ What a 
pity that resolutions can’t build rail­ 
roads.” 


Miscellaneons Grange Items. 


There are over 300 Grangers in Jack­ 
son county, Oregon. 
There are now ten Granges in Mon­ 
tana, with a prospect of twice that 
number in the Spring. 
There now exist 165 Granges in this 
State, with an average membership of 
ninety-five, making an estimated to­ 
tal of 15,665 members. 
The influence of the Grangers in 
favor of cheap transportation seems to 
be felt, at least by the railroad coinpa- 
panies. The price per car-load of cat­ 
tle from Chicago to New York is said 
to be reduced from $135 to $80, Buffalo 
and Albany from $50 to $35, Buffalo 
to New York, from $80 to $45. It is 
evident the Grangers are gradually 
becoming a power in the land. 
The New York State Grange met in 
Albany on the 20th ult., and adopted 
resolutions accepting the declaration 
of the National Grange at St. Louis, 
demanding legislation to open and im­ 
prove avenues of traffic; cheaper trans­ 
portation; a pro rata freight law; low 
canal toils, and the canal debt funding 
amendment, and favoring reasonable 
temperance reform legislation. 


The river of extravagence this year 
leaves many people on the bank re­ 
m arking we can’t ford it. 
An amateur journalist of Indian­ 
apolis has made a fortune by his pen. 
His father-in-law died of grief after 
reading one *f bis leaders, and left him 
<130,000. 


Death of Mrs. Boilleau. 


M elnucholy E nd ot a Noble W om an. 
From tho San Francisco Post, 
Eastern papers just 
at hand an­ 
nounce the death at Paris, on the 8th 
of last month, of Susan Virginia, 
youngest daughter of the late Senator 
Thomas H. Benton, sister-iu-law of 
General John C. Fremont, and wife of 
Baron Boilleau, formerly French Con­ 
sul General at New York, later French 
Minister to Ecuador, and now a pris­ 
oner in the Coiiciergerie at Paris. The 
best attributes of one of the foremost 
of American statesmen descended to 
this woman, whóse nobility of charac­ 
ter and wifely devotion will be long 
remembered on both sides of the A t­ 
lantic. Her death at the age of thirty- 
five years, in the devoted discharge of 
a melancholy task, makes appropriate 
a brief glance at her Ufe, as well as a 
fuller statement of the misfortunes 
which lately came upon her family 
than appeared in Saturday’s Post. In 
blooming girlhood she was ushered 
into the high circle of society at the 
Capital of the United States, where 
the brilliancy of her intellect and the 
grace of her m anner made her an at­ 
traction in the midst of diplomatists 
and statesmen. In 1855 she was mar­ 
ried to Baron Boilleau, then Secetrary 
to the French Legation. Shortly after 
her marriage, her husband was pro­ 
moted by his Government to the post 
of Consul at Calcutta, and the young 
woman was removed from the happy 
surroundings she had hitherto known, 
to face the realities of the world among 
strangers in a distant land. Several 
years in that unhealthy climate suf­ 
ficed seriously to undermine her hus­ 
band’s health, and, finally, obtaining 
the favor of a recall, with her sick 
husband and her infant, leaving a 
child's grave behind her, she returned 
to France. 
The next advancement 
brought her husband as Consul-Gen­ 
eral to Quebec, whither she accom­ 
panied him, and in 1867 she returned 
íor a few years to the United States, 
Baron Boilleau, in the meantime, hav­ 
ing been appointed Consul-General at 
New York. But in 1870 came another 
promotion, which was but a new exile, 
tier husband’s long services having 
been rewarded with the post of Minis­ 
ter Plenipotentiary to Ecuador. Very 
soou after came the first intimations 
of the crowning trial, to which, it may 
be said, was due the death of Mrs. 
Boilleau. lu 1867, General Fremont, 
who was married to her sister, was or­ 
ganizing the Memphis and El Paso 
Railroad. He looked to France as the 
great market for his bonds. H e ex­ 
plained the merits of the enterprise to 
Baron Boilleau, and requested a favor­ 
able introduction of the scheme to the 
French Minister of the Interior, which 
was given. The loan was taken up in 
Paris but the road was never built. 
The company’s att'airs were placed in 
the hands of a receiver, and the French 
bond-holders were the sufferers. The 
French Courts, refusing to look into 
the cause of the failure, pronounced 
the whole scheme a fraud, concocted 
for the purpose of obtaining money 
under false pretenses. Their own Min­ 
ister was accused of participation in 
the fraud for having recommended the 
enterprise, and he was recalled and put 
on trial. 
The decision of the Court 
was á sweeping one. No element of 
honesty was recognized in the whole 
transaction. It was treated as a pure 
fabrication, and everyone concerned in 
it was pronounced guilty from Fre­ 
mont downward. The General, fortu­ 
nately for him, was in New York; but 
Baron Boilleau, who had hastened 
home at the first intimation of any 
fault-finding with his conduct, was re­ 
paid for liis promptness by a sentence 
to three years’ imprisonment, and in 
March, 1873, he was immured in the 
Coneiegerie. This suspense had lasted 
two years, and under the final blow, 
Madame Boilleau’s health gave way. 
A long illness followed and, after some 
months, rising from what her physi­ 
cians thought would be her death-bed, 
she commenced one uiitiringand fruit­ 
less effort to obtain her husband’s re­ 
lease. From all quarters she procured 
letters, petitions, statements, showing 
the true status of the railway her hus­ 
band had recommended, going un- 
wearily from one Minister to another. 
.She took no warning from her failing 
strength, until at last nature suc­ 
cumbed, and, worn out by her exer­ 
tions and her sufferings, she died, 
leaving her husband still in prison, 
and six children, w ith no protection 
but that of friends. 


Briggs’ Girl. 


Our neighbors, the Briggses, have 
had trouble with their hiredgirj. She 
arrived in this country only last 
month, and she has never seen gas 
in houses. The first night of her stay 
at the Briggses, the family smelt gas 
strongly after her retirement, and upon 
going to Her room found that she hai 
blown the light out. 
Mrs. Briggs 
woke her and shewed her how to turn 
it off properly. But the next night, 
fearing to trust her, Mrs. Briggs gave 
her a candle to go to bed by. About 
midnight Mrs. Briggs woke, and look­ 
ing out, she saw the light was still 
burnkig brightly in the girl’s room. 
She went up to ascertain what was the 
matter. She found that the girl, after 
spending an hour trying to extinguish 
the candle by fumbling with the gas 
cock, was now endeavoring to turn off 
the candle by twisting the handle of 
the candlestick. They think of giving 
her a dollar a week more than they 
promised her, because she knows lees 
than they thought she did.
